Actually the Hlss- case was not 
solved by detective work at all. 
Nevertheless. Nixon. Stripling and 
the others did use their heads and 
worked long hours against the 
strong opposition of Harry Truman, 
of hidden forces in the department 
ot justice, and of a Rreat deal ot

Thn Washington Post, ostensibly 
Hepubllcon. actually said Hiss wos 
a victim of a change In public senti- 
ment, suggesting that in some con- 
ditions the treason so plainly im- 
plied by the evidence and his convic- 
tion would be excusable. The Herald- 
Tribime repeatedly went out ol Its 
way to theorize In tho direction of 
tonooenee of an unfortunate victim 
of circumstances. 

Actually the Hiss case was broken 
by one* of the attorneys for Hiss in 
a blander nuit against Whlttaker 
Chambers, During a preliminary 
examination ot Mrs. Chambers, this 
lawyer's- treatment ot thla Inof- 
fensive farm woman was such that 
Chambers determined to release tils 
documents. 

The next tbne Chambers himself 
was on the stand for examination a 
Hlss lawyer asked whether he hod

Ohaml>era 
whipped. out of his pocket copies of 
85 state department documents Hlss 
had given him.
